Should these pages meet the eye of any ono 
who is about igneminiously to retire before the face of a few unexpected 
toils, [ entreat him to consider thg importance of the cause he is disposed 
to abandon.

throw him into obscurity, or deprive him of his reward: but amidst surs 
rounding millions he shall stand single and apart to recsive the public plau- 
dits of hisjudge : “ Inasmuch as you have done it unto ihe least of thesa 
my brethren, you have done it unto me.

~ In presenting the Fourth Repo t, which closes the first year of our exis- 
tence as aSabbath School, the Superintendaut, and Teachers, canuot re- 
frain froni expressing their gratitude’ to God, for his goodness to them dur- 
tng the past year. They*entored upon their duties with fear and trembling 
seu-ible of their own weakness, arid of the great importance of the work 
they had undertaken. «They iooked for assistance to Him who had graci- 
ously promised strength equal to their day, and they think they can say they 
have vot looked-in vain. : 

_ During the year, but one scholar bias been remeved by death; and the 
Circumstances attending this case are so interesting as to render it impor- 
tant that they shouid be given to the Society. 

_ Ann Fentine,‘a iemale of color, died Nov. 18th 1816, aged 13 years 6 
months. She entered the school in April, and attended regularly until 
duly, when she was confined to her reom and died, with symptoms of con- 
Gu ption. Being early apprised of the probability that she would not re. 
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eover, hat mind became convicted of the importance of obtaining an in- 
torest in that Redeemer whom she had s0 much disregarded—so often re 
jected. She often attemp‘ed to pray, and frequently requested the privi- 
lege of conversing with pious: people ; but still the fear of death and the 
consciousness of sin, seemed the predosyinant exercises of her.mind. On 
Sabbath evening, as far as can be. determined, (about five or six weeks be- 
fore she died) we have reason to believe that she became a child of God. 
Her exercises assumed an entirely different character ;—she «began ta.con- 
verse and to pray with an interest nnknown before :—the fear appeared ut-. 
terly extinguished—she greatly “ rejoiced in hepe of the.glory of God.* 
During her subsequent illness, hér confidence was unwavering, Sometimes 
indeed, she complained of the’ temptations of Satan, and sometimes she 
lamented the severity of her bodily pain, but never ia language that would 
leave a doubt of the reality of her faith. On the contrary, a total indif- 
ference to this. world, together witha “desire to departand to be with 
Christ,” seemed in a great measure to predoniinate during the last weeke 
ef her lingering life—so that pious persons, of varjous -denominations, 
who visited her frequently, could not but be impressed with a éonviction, 
unusnally stron. that she had become a child of God. They were surpri- 
sedat the sveatness of the change, that had evidently taken placethey 
were afiected with the frequent and solemn appeals which’she made to her 
impenitent iiends and acqaintance—and they could not but rejoice in what 
might be thought the untimely death of one so w@ak in body and yet se 
stiong in spirit ; so young in years, and yet so old iv grace.—** Do not tell 
me,” said s ie in her last soments, “ that Lam dying: I am only goinghome 
to ny *ather’s house :—the aegels stand ready/to convey me home !—~ 
Cio,’ continmed she, “and tell my Jesus, I am conging to behold his beauty! 
There he is!” raising her hands for the last time, she exclaimed, “ Re- 
deem me—Redeem: me,” and expired! What an interesting and solents 
warning is conveyed by this remarkable death te all, but especially to the 
young! And what a high encouragement does it afford to those, upon whom 
rest.the responsibilities of gratuitous instruction, not to be “ weary in well 
doing.”

After service we took both 
males and females to the house of the deceased, when the principal part of 
the girls had viewed the corpse, Alr. S. again solemnly addressed them. 
We think it would have gratified the heerts ef all good people to have 
seen the little attentive audienee. 

They walked in procession to the church yard in second street, where 
she was interred. At the grave Mr. S. again renewed his exhortation. 
May the Lord bless his pr ovidence and his word for the salvation of these 
little immortals! 

We cannot omit the case of one, about thirteen years of age, who was 
taken sick about six weeksago. She was in the Bible class. At the com- 
mencement of her sickness she was visited by her teacher, and likewise 
by Mr. S—, who conversed and prayed with her. She told him she was 
willing to die, but it was in such astupid manner as not to give the least 
satisfaction that she was prepared for death. She was reduced so low 
that she Lay speechless eleven days ; after which the first words she uttered 
were these: “ Mammy, God knews better what to de with me than you do; 
he knows every thing that is for the best, and now I am happy with the 
Lord.” « O,” said she, ‘‘ how I want every body to feel as 1 do.” To 
those present she said, « don’t pray for me, pray for yourselves,” and ex- 
horted them to come to Christ in the rigut way.—After this mighty change 
Mr. S. visited her again: he astied her whether she was new willing to 
die? She replied, “just as God pleases—I am in his hands.” He then 
reminded her that in the first stage of her sickness she had told him she 
was willmg to die, and asked her whether she thought she was then prepar- 
ed. She exclaimed, “ Oh no!—if I had died then, I should have gone to 
hell ;—I was a poor miserable sinner ;—I had not come te Christ in the 
right way.” She lays great stress upon the right way.

DELINEATION OF INFIDELITY. é 


| B&iract from an excellent Sermon, delivered before the convention of the 
‘ Protestant Episcopal Church, in the State of Pennsylvania, by the Rev. 
Frederick Beasly, D.D. Prevost of the University of Pennsylvania. 


“Infidelity is the true antichrist, of which all other antichrists are but 
sounterparts. Ever since the days of old Celsus, and even from the apos- 
tolic age, it has existed in the church of Christ, but has never until of late} 
been completely unveiled. Infidelity is that power which maintains a firm 

rpetual league with the grand adversary of God and man. ‘Like him, an 
apostate spirit fallen from its primitive dignity, it wages ‘ncessant war a- 
gainst heaven and all holy things. ~‘To accomplish its plans of hostility 
against Christ and his heavenly kingdom,-it has had recourse to number: 
less stratagems. Sometimes it has essayed secretly to undermine the holy 
religion of the Saviour ; at other times, it has assailed it with open violence. 
Sometimes it has assumed ths form of an angel of light, and under this 
disguise gained admission among the hosts of the Lord, and tried to seduco 
them from their allegiance and duty to him; other times appearing in his 
genuine shape, as an angel of darkness, has spit against them its bitterest 
venom. But if you wish to see disclosed the deep malignity of infidelity, 
and those secret designs by which it is always actuated, altho’ sometimes 
it dares not openly avow them, you must trace its footsteps through the con- 
tinent of Europe in recent times... There it has exhibited its real charac- 
ter, there developed its baleful fruits. And what is infidelity or the true 
antichrist, is there disclosed to view, rising out of the rank and venomous 
bosom of the modern school!» “At one time it is a demon, which, not con- 
tented with tearing from their foundations all the sacred establishments of 
the world, would wage impious war against the government of God, would 
demolish his awful throne, and strike him from the universe ; at another 
time, itis a Moloch, delighting in the blood of the saints, immolating hu- 
man victims to sate its cruel appetite. Jt walks perpetually to and fro on 
the earth, the most active spirit thet co-operates with the prince of darkness, 
in effecting his purposes of ruin.’* Temples, altars, sacrifices, all sacred in- 
stitutions, are the objects of its irreconcilable hatred. «These it pursues 
with exterminating virulence. © It enters with deadly intent also within the 
precinets of civil society. It would sever the strongest bonds which con- 
nect mankind together. Its progress there has been marked ‘with revolu- 
tions, with anarchy, and with blood:* A missionary from the dominions of 
chaos and ancient night, it would restere their confused and tumultvous 
reign. Nor does infidelity here stop its course. Like a malignant genius, 
it essays to extend its sway into the bosom of man, and disturb its peace.- 
It would extinguish all his hopes, blast his best prospects, and dry up all the 
fountains of his comfort. It sounds its raven voice ever the bed of the suf- 
Serer, the knell to all his expectations of succor. Whilst with one hand, it 
would wrest from the mouth ef man the purest cups of his enjoyment, with 
the other it would pour out those vials, that would give tenfold bitternes¢é 
to his sorrows. The poor it would render hopeléss, the wretched inconso- 
lable, the bereaved desperate. It would draw the curtain: of midnight (if 
I may speak so) over the —r of man’s lot: ‘Through it no ray of 
light could penetrate to cheer him. When infidelity has thus despoiled’ 
man of his sweetests enjoyments, and infused a deeper-tinged gall into his 
sorrows it would cut him off from all intercourse with God; it would con- 
vert the heavens into a canopy of brass, against which all his importunities & 


complaints would strike & die away in fruitless reverberation, no ear of de 
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vine mercy being found there to receive them. And, to conclude this work 
«f horror, when infidelity has thus stripped man of all his hopes, consola- 
tions, and his best enjoyments; when it has transformed the earth into a 
dungeon, in which he is immured without being visited by a single ray of 
light, it follows him even'to the bed of death. It sounds im his ears the 
wost dismal omens. It dashes from his lips the last oi of consolation 
which can mitigate the sharpness of that bitter:draught. It goes still far- 
ther—it exhibits its gloomy form even amidst the repositories of the dead. 
With ruthless hand, it would extinguish all those lights that cheer the faint- 
ing spirit, as she. pursues her trembling way through ‘that dreary passage. 
}t would snatch the keys of death and the grave from the hand of Him who 
bears them, as trophies.cf that victory he has obtained over them, and con- 
duct imankind into their silent charobers.; and then, bolting, irreversibly 
bolting the gates of heavon against them, would there leave them to worms. 
to rettenness, and oblivion... As watchmen on the walls of Zion, should 
younot guard against the approacli of.so dreadful an enemy ?”

* Patar Oecurrence— A jury of inquest 
was held on Saturday morning, on the bo- 
dy of William Millgroves, a native of Bris- 
tol, (Eng.) one of the crew of the British 
brig Waterlao, laying dead upon the deck 
ef the brig Hope, of New-York, at Crafts’ 
wharf. Aitera patient investigation, the 
jury returned a verdict in substance, that 
the decease.! had come to his death, by be- 
ing shot in his right side, by Thomas Hateh- 
man, mate of the schr. Jefferson. lying is 
the same dock. On this verdict, and the 
evidence connected with it, Hatchman Was 
committed tv jail, to take his trial}. at the 
next Court of session; Capiian Parker, 
eommander of the schocnel, was held to 
bail,to give evidence in te case on the 
trial. ‘The facts connected with this un- 
fortunate thansaction appeer to be these :— 
A hog bad ‘fallen or jumped overbuad, 
about 10 o'élock the preceding evening. 
from the British brig Thomas Naylor, which 
Was fotind.by some of thé crew of that 
vessel fo have been taken up by Mr. tl. 
the mic of the Jefferson ; they according- 
ly derannded it as théir property ; bat the 
mannerof making the demand, being cou- 
sidered offensive by the mate, he refused it 
to therm. A similar demand, made biy the 
captain of the thomas Naylor, wed also 
refuses}. ‘This. it appears irritated the sea- 
then, aiid being joined by others, they pio- 
eceded between 32 eid 1 e’clock at hight, 
on buard tle brig Hope; lying near the 
schooner Jefferson, and made a tuird de- 
mand, threatening to take the hog by 
force, if it was net volunterily given up.
